It is evi- 
dent from the reticence of these individ- 
ual operatives that they are waiting to 
see what will be done by the great coal 
carrying railroad companies. It is re- 
ported hern tonight that the presidents 
of these companies are to meet in New 
fork totnoriow to consider the action of 
.he miners' convention. A story has 
jeen current today that the operatives 
mve accepted the decision of the con 
vention, but there is nothing tangible 
upon which to base such a report. Ofii- 
oials of 
the United Mine Workers' 


union say they arc wailing on the opera 
lives and will continue to close up the 
collieries. There are reports that, it 
he strike lasts much longer, it wil) lead 
to a break in the ranks of the idle men, 
jut President Mitchell and the other 
officials affirm their confidence that the 
strikers will remain away from the col- 
lieries until the strike is called off. It 
is feared in this region that1, if some of 
the meu return to work, trouble will be 
caused by efforts of the other strik- 
ers to Ret them to stay out. 
All the 


collieries working are still heavily 
guarded.

One of the most \iniquo bits of sight 


seeing anywhere in tho world may bo en- 
joyod in Paris during tho spring ami sum- 
nicr mouths, it consists of nothing less 
than a trip by rail and boat across tho 
city, not through the streets and along thu 
Seine, not even by balloon or flying ma- 
chine o\erhtr.d, but underground, through' 
tho great sewers. 


lu order to visit these subterranean won- 


ders, you must writo a. note to the prefect 
do lu ville, asking for passes. 
The sc« crs 


arc open for inspection twice a week from 
May 1 until Soj;t. 30, always providing 
that the days fixed aro perfectly clear. If 
the permits sent you say "good for next 
Friday," and on that day there should fie 
clouds, no amount of American money 
could bribe a way down. 


The parties descend at the same hour, 
») entering by means of a, stone (light of 


steep stairs, at the Place do la Madeleine 
and tho- other at tho P.aco du Chatelet. 
The ste^s run down between gray stone 
walls und are just wide enough to admit 
of ono person's descending at a time. 


If'you jnakc your descent at the Place 


de la Madeleine, ou reaching1 tho bottom 
of the steps you find yourself standing on 
a long platform, with a wide canal in 
which water is running tOwvly ) ast you 
to tho right, down into darkness i.wl dis-" 
tauco. Looking to the left, you see a 
brilliantly lighted, arched Ftono tunnel, 
through which the cnnal runs, with a. nar- 
row stone "tow path" 011 each hide. 


Overhead you sec a huge pipe, held to 


the center and top of the arched root by 
iron hoops. It is through this pipe that 
Paris is supplied with all her "common" 
water, for in this city tliey have tv o grade? 
of water. That in this largo pipe is taken 
from the Seine and is used for flushing tho 
streets, to water tho gardens, to extin- 
guish fires—In fact, for u\ cry thing except 
cooking and drinking. 


Next to the big pipe is another of about 


ouo-half its capacity, and through this 
carried tho pure spring water which the 
people drink. 


Next you will sec a heavy cable made of 


many ropes, all co\ erod, to as not to come 
in contact with each other or bo damaged 
by dampness. 
By these cables are trans- 


mitted all the different forces used in the 
city 
There ai«e the pneumatic tutac^, 


through which you may send a lettei 
across the city, as "change" is sent in oui 
retail nhopb. Then tlieio are tho electric 
wires, for messages or light, uud tho pijA't- 
transmitting condensed air, which thi 
city sells to thoio wishing to use it. 


Glancing along the walls of the arch, 


you see numbers at regular intervale 
which correspond with those of tho houbob 
in the street above and make it easy tci 
locato any trouble and rectify it. You 
can, if you happen to live in any of tin 
streets under which you pa-st-, see youi 
own addrefas at a little underground open- 
ing that corresponds to tho big doons uj 
above, where you run iu and out ovcrj 
day. 


Having gazed around and seen thc'.i 


main features of tho scwor, j ou will bi 
asked to take a scat in a wide, Hut bottom 
cd boat, largo enough to hold 20 persons 
a ml •with your "captain" aboard, drussix 
in white duck, you begin your trip, drawl 
by four men, two on each side of the canal 
who, like tho captain, are dressed in whit 
and aro so clean tiiat tho nickil button; 
011 their clotliing twinkle in tho brigh 
electric light. 


At each street crossing you can look tt 


right and left down unending \ ibtas o 
arched sewers, lighted always by hugi 
electric reflectors. 


Sometuucs there arc seven or eight c 


those boats in line going dow n tho Kui 
Royal, which is the widest sower in Paris 
and when you gut out to "change cars" a 
tho Rue do Rivoli thero aro sometimes a 
many as 200 persons on tho platform. 


Ucro you leavo the boat and take you 


scat on a f.ort of hand car, which runs on 
rails and spans a narrow canal, as an en 
gino does its roadbed. Tho cars arc clean 
and bright, aud aro fitted up with nickel 
They are pushed by a crow of four men 
always in spotless white, by means oi t 
long handle bar, which projects over th 
footpath of stouo on each side of the canal 


At intervals along tho route you pas 


openings in the wall, through which 
comes roaring and dashing the waste wa 
ter from* some hugo fountain in the strec 
above, and at regular Intervals, also, ther 
aro rays of daylight to bo seen through th 
manholes that lead up from the sewers 
tho streets by means of iron bars driver 
,into tho stono \\ alls. 


There is a system of fcignaling to th 


men in the sewers that is thrilling to th 
visitor. Every little while tho long bias 
of a horn rings out and echoes through th 
sower, so that you think noisy Paris abov 
must hear, but it does not. There ar 
only four signals given; one blast or tw 
tolls the workmen somo private order, bu 
three calls warn them that a storm is ap 
prooching the city aud when there arc four 
long, ringing notes given it moans tha 
everybody must leave the sewers by th 
nearest manhole, that rain is falling as 
can fall only in Paris, and that ho tha 
stays in the underground waterways 
find in them his grave. 


When you know the significance of 


signals, its is thrilling to hear tho thro 
blasts ring out and it must be a thoi 
Sandfold more so when the warning 
leavo comes. It is because tho sewers fill 
so rapidly, in case of rain, that visitors are 
allowed to descend only on clear days. 


Throughout the whole trip through the 


sewers there is not a single sight or odor 
that is unpleasant—in fact, it is just the 
reverse; from the stone ardhes aud the 
dazzling lights, to tho nickel buttons and 
the ornaments on the men's hats, every- 
thing is clean, bright and in order, foi 
you must know that it is only the surface 
drainage that passes through tho sewers ol 
Paris; all house drainage is removed in 
quite a different way.—M. W. Lewis in 
Philadelphia Times.

Largo FlockB of the Birds That Perform 


Wonderful Kvolutlons. 


Remarkable as arc tho results of train- 


ng BB exhibited In the speed of modern 
igcoiib, they do not compare with-the 
wonderful evolution performed by these 
jirtlH in the last centuries in Italy. There 
were at that time men who devoted them- 
selves to pigeon training, and the art was 
uppofied to llml its perfection in certain 
amllips and to be handed down from 
generation to generation. Tho art con- 
sisted in training large flocks of pigeons 
o obey their owner and to perform certain 
ivolutlons in the ulr. In tho earliest dayb 
n India birds were trained to light oppos- 
ng bunds. \Vhon a pigeon tournament 


UB In progress, the owners ascended 


some lofty buildings arid conducted the 
lerformanco by the aid of flags, and in 
obedience to their signals flocks of birds 
of different color would wheel* rise, dUe 
and intermingle to separate ugalu and go 
hi (nigh » number of interesting move- 
ments that wcr" remarkable for their 
wauty. Prizes were oftered for tho most 
bountifully no\el figures. 


In India, in early times, where tho sport 


of pigeon flying originated, the object of 
lie fllghtK wns often a sanguinary one, 
.lie owners of the \urlous flocks endeavor- 
ng to arcomplihh the destruction of the 
others Thus, tho birds of one baud would 
urry bombs \\ith a fuse haiigiug to their 
lavts and at the command of tncir mas- 
fH would riwoi'p down over their oppo- 


nents and tho bomb would drop among 
them and explode 
OthorB bore sharp 


knlveH, two edged, suspended from tliclr 
claws, ami-,v ere made to dash among theli 
antagonists and endeavor to cut them to 
pieces', an cany mutter when birds weio in 
rapid motion. Today tho triganiori, aa 
they arc called, of Modena devote them- 
selves to harmless pursuits and are faatls- 
Ilctl when watc hlng tho wonderful evolu- 
tions of the blius through tho air.—New 
York Post.

Phenomenon That Follow* 


In Trinidad's A«i>halt Lake. 


Few people" vcho travel over the 


phalted streets of New York are aware 
of the origin of the blaclc, pitchy mass 
that goes to make up the basis of the 
smooth roadway under their feet. Eight- 
een hundred miles, almost due south 
from New York, lies the/ little tropical 
island of Trinidad, a British possession 
oft the coast ol northern South America.' 
At the southwestern extremity o£ this 
colony the famous Pitch lake is located 
on the summit of a small hill_ less' than 
200 feet above the level of the sea. 
In 


appearance tb&re Is nothing phenomenal " 
about this wonder of the tropics, but a 
visit to the lake, as it is familiarly called, 
reveals one of the most unaccountable 
oddities of nature in the annals o£ travel. 


The tourist may take passage to the 


"land ot the humming bird," as Trinidad 
people like their community to be called, 
and after securing accommodation at the 
only decent hotel in the colony proceed to 
the lake by one of the small government 
steamers plying coastwise three timei 
wceklj, disernbarjc at the Brighton pier 
and proceed to the scene of the "dig- 
ging." Of all the crude, rough and ready 
means of extracting wealth from Mother 
Earth the Trinidad lake asphalt opera- 
tions are the most striking. The visitor 
arrives on a fairly level plateau, spotted 
hcie and there with tiny pools of water, 
beneath which the soft, shiny substance 
known as asphalt glitters in the reflec- 
tions of a tierce tropical sun. Scattered 
o\er 
the surface of the lake dozens of 


swarthy negroes are plying pick and hoe, 
extracting the tar coaly looking stufE 
from the earth. 


One may sit in the sUade of a nearby 


Eihrub or under the protecting shade of an 
umbrella and w atch the negroes pile heap 
after heap of the asphalt into the endless 
chain of tubs that hurry along to the pier 
fiom which one has but recently landed 
until a yawning excavation of 20 or more 
feet suggests to the supervising darky 
that the time has come .to move a bit far- 
ther on. In the course of a few hours 
tho excavation resulting from the morn- 
ing's digging begins to look less deep, and 
by CAcntidc the spot from whieh more 
that five or ten tons have boon dug is 
again level with the surrounding earth 
and ready to he dug over by the gunp of 
noisy black". From the point of digging 
to the pier is but a mile or les,s of endless 
chain descent. 
Moored to the pier are 


big sailing M'sscls and sometimes steam- 
ers, into whose capacious holds the tuba 
discharge the pitch at the rate of 200 or 
800 tons per day. 


On the voyage to Trinidad, "West In- 


dies, ami during the traveler's stay there 
many other objects of interest may be 
"taken in." 
Within a few miles of the 


city of Port of Spain is the Blue basin, 
a lofty waterfall culminating In a valley 
of gorgeous tropical verdure. Bight miles 
in an opposite; dliection are the Maracas 
fulls, of equnl beauty anil novelty, while 
all mound the city and subutbs are vil- 
lages of Indians In their primitive gath- 
erings of tribes and castes, but quite 
alett in their readiness to make money 
by the sale of queer relics of their craft. 


There is but one direct line of steamers 


to Trinidad and one to the neighboring 
islands of the Antilles. 
The rates of 


passage are reasonable enough, although 
the accommodation leaves something to 
be desired. The voyage requires any- 
wbere from 0 to 32 days, according to the 
point of disembarking, and the cost of a 
round trip of five or six weeks may be 
covered by the prudent tourist for an ex- 
penditure of $300.— New York Post.

When tho 
procession reaches a public place, the lead- 
er seats himsolii; his1 disciples stand round 
or sit a't Ms loct, and the general public 
assemble at a little' distance to hear tho 
gwus of wisdom, that fall" from the holy 
man's lips, or to roar at the worldwide 
"chestnuts," not always Of tho most de- 
corous character, .which he sometimes un- 
bends sufficiently to tell. Such a mail is a 
inollah, one of a class that exercises an in- 
fivu'iicc over flip inhabitants of the Afghan 
hills so passionate and wide that to Euro- 
peans it is beyond belief. 


Tho mollahs aro collectively known as 


the ulimu, or learned. They are tho 
schoolmasters, lawyers, judges, Jis well as 
the priests, Ji.uny of them being men of 
great ability and scholarship, and as they 
aro all passionately devoted to their order 
It cannot be said that their influence is al- 
together evil. They are great peacemak- 
ers in a land -where lighting is> the breath 
ot a man's nostrils. I once saw one of 
them in L:\lpoonih rush between two bod- 
ies of Mohmunds who were drawn up to 
attack each other, and, by pabbioimto 
prayers to them t/oi remember their com- 
mon God and their common country, 
make those desperate men forget then; 
purpose iiud go a\\uy as quietly as fright- 
ened schoolboys. 


The pobition of mollah is conferred on

It is no uncommon 
bight to ^e^} uii ancient Afridi or Mohmund 
Bitting with a mollali uml vigorously re- 
peating a charm or performing a subtle 
.neaiHatiou to enable him to fLx the affcc- 
aons of some fair lady who is not enam- 
ored of his gray hairs. 


A mollah's most sensitive point is tho 


dignity of his office. When that is out- 
raged, there is trouble in the land. He 
calls the brethren to a council. They sus- 
pend all the rites of public worship, de- 
nounce their enemy zis a dog and ail infi- 
del, cover him and his pooj'lc with their 
maledictions and practically oxcommuul*- 
catu him. If this does not bring the un- 
happy jfiun to Mb bcnsos, the mollahs don 
thoir sacred roboH, and, carrying this green 
standard of thu prophet, go up and down 
throughout tho land proclaiming tho Mo- 
hummodau warcry and calling 011 the 
faithful to avenge the honor of the apobtle 
of tho prophet. To those who flock to their 
tudo they promise eternal bliss; to those 
who ignore tholr appeals, everlasting tor- 
ture. Thu mollah's voice is not raised in 
•\aiii. lie ECOU hub a iroiitio army follow- 
ing the groen flag, willing to go anywhere 
and do anything vts leader pleases 


When a mollah dies, tho place of his 


death becomes a sacred bhrine ut which 
miracles arc worked. Tbcro is not a -\ il- 
lagc throughout tho v, hole Pathan coun- 
try wlhch has not its holy spot to which 
tho sick, the hjit and the blind resort for 
relief. In this connection a curious story 
is told of one of the sections of Bonervals. 
It had long been a source of grief to the 


inhabitants of the village that no holy 
man had over been good enough to die 
among them. The consequent absence of 
a miracle working shrine had degraded 
them in the-eyes of their neighbors, who 
looked on them aa a set of Wretches so 
abandoned that no saint would end hife 
days in their midbt. The uten of the 
village determined to put an end to this 
degrading suspicion in a characteristic 
oriental method. There was living in a 
distant town a mollah with tho highest 
reputation for holiness. 
A deputation 


from the benighted -village waited on this 
mollah and implored him to bhcd the light 
of his countenance on them for a few days. 
The priest wcs so flattered at this testi- 
mony to his piety that he gladly consent- 
ed. He was entertained on his arrival to 
a considerable feast. When the banquet 
had ended, the chief rose and solemnly in- 
formed their guest of the sad condition of 
the villagers through no holy man cvra 
having died in their midst, adding thai 
they intended to end so unfortunate e 
state of things by killing their visitor. At 
his boul would at once pass to paradise, 
and as the scene of his death would be- 
come a miracle working shrine, they did 
not consider he had anything to complain 
of.—St. James Gazette.

Novels. 


Tho young and aspiring author home- 


times thinks, "If I could only writvs a HUO- 
ccssful novel, my fortune would boimidc." 
Stories of the fabulous bums occasionally 
roali/.od on a single book lead the inexpe- 
rienced into erroneous conclu.--.ions. A 
correspondent, of tho Philadelphia Times 
has investigated tho returns from novulb, 
and writes a*> follows: 


Novels form the largest part of tho boiik 


manuscripts received by publishing houses. 
Out. of 100 manuscripts received during a 
recent fortnight by a prominent publish- 
ing firm 02 were novels. Tho same pub- 
lisher told mo that sometimes tho percent- 
age of novels would reach 'i (> pbr cent. 
This tendency for novel writing is un- 
doubtedly due to tho fact that the greatest 
"hits" in tho literary world ore made with 
novels, and this stimulates the 
writer to work in this ileld. 


Of all those novels it it, plain to bo soon 


from tho figures given iu tho preceding 
paragraph that scoroH must bo written be- 
fore one in iicooptod, and e\oii if a writer 
has a no\el accepted, the porcentego of 
SUUCCMS is dccidotlly against him.

by six different houses, and I learned that 
tho entire number printed of those 15 nov- 
els was 41,000 copies,-or about 3,700 copieK 
of each, and in this 15, fl,000 copies we.ro 
printed of one novel—really the only suc- 
cessful novel of tho lot.

•found in 'the manner of unloading brick 
scows. Tho great scows that como down 
the North river from Ilavcrstraw with 
bricks will carry £50*,00'0 bricks,'and some 
of them moro. Such scows yrill carry * 
Igad of 000 tons. Sometimes' there arc us 
niiiuy as a dozen brick scows in a single 
tow. 


The big scows carry each a crew of four 


oc five men, usually live. One man could 
handle the boat, but the crew is hired for 
the season to handle the bricks. A dozen 
men \\ ork at loading the scow, wheeling 
the bricks aboard In wheelbarrows. Tho 
five men in tho crew can stack tho bricks 
up as fast as tho 13 men with wheelbar- 
rows can bring them aboard. 
Tho bricks 


are stocked In such a manner that the 
s6ow can be heeled considerably without 
losing any overboard. 


Sometimes, if they are to be taken some 


little distance back from tho edge of tho 
vs harf, tho bricks aro carried off In bar- 
rows, but usually they ore carried off by 
hand. And here, with tho men going 
back and forth many times a day, is 
place whcro every btcp counts, for, ot 
course, tho shorter the distance tho mei 
havo to carry tho bricks the less time it 
will take to unload them, BO the custom 
ary manner of unloading a scow Is this 
Tho men take off tho bricks back to tho 
center lino of tho boat. 
Afe they contlnu 


taking brlcksTrom one side only, tho side 
nearest the wharf, the boat rises in tho 
water on that side, whilo the other sink 
correspondingly, but tho bricks aro so 
stowed that they don't slide off. 
When 


the men ha\o taken back to tho center 
line they stop and simply turn tho botft 
around and bring the loaded side to the 
vv harf. It may take some little time to do 
this, depending on the situation of things, 
and during this time, of course, no brick* 
can bo carried, but they could move tho 
scow u considerable distance and yet save 
time in tho unloading by turning he» 
around, and so much time is saved by thus 
bringing tho remaining bricks nearer tho 
wharf. Unloading in this manner, ilvn 
men can do the work as quickly as mvon 
men could working straight across.—Now 
York Sun.

K> success! vo paroxysms. Tho inhalation 
of various dusts and uowders, like those 
irisinjj from Uowers, marble and coal, and 
Irritating fumes of metals are often the 
starring point «ir occasion of a severe at- 
tack of asthma, which^ in fact, usually 
lusts as long as there is any additional 
source of irritation. Experience must 
teach tho Sufferer what kinds of irritants 
ase f specially to bo avoided in his individ- 
ual cose. 
Feather beds, animals, kero- 


seno lamps a:jd arse'nical wall paper are 
among the more common of direct irri- 
tants. 


Third.—In indirect irritation of the 


lungs the source of the trouble may be lo- 
cated ut some distance from the lungs, as 
is the caso iu. digestifs deiangements. At- 
tacks of asthma may be provoked by the 
pressure of tumors or enlarged glands up- 
on the nurves which control the process of 
breathing. Since the extension of special 
surgery many cases of asthma arising from 
Irritations and obstructions in the nose 
have beun discovered and cured. Enlarged 
tonsils may also be a source of irritation. 


Fourth.—Not the least frequent among 


the aywits concerned in the production of 
pa.ro"} urns; of asthma are what are colled 
toxic cans**.—that Is to say, causes which 
produce systemic poisoning. The more 
common of these are of gouty or malarial 
origin. Signs of lead and arsenical poi- 
sonliig should be searched for. 


In looking for tho cause of a given caso, 


of :isthmu we should take into considera- 
tion the fact that the disease may be due 
to one condition alone.or to several con- 
ditions combined. 


\Vhatevor means are token for the im- 


mediate lefief of the paroxysm, it is ob- 
vious that a cure of the disease itself can- 
not be expected until the underlying trou- 
ble has been remedied.—Youth's Compan- 
ion.

Employment For Thousands. 


The manufacture of the so called pana- 


ma straw hats Irom straw made of palm, 
leaves li \ery interesting, and, although. 
Central • America Is furnishing a great 
-many of these expansive hats, the great 
majority of them arc made elsewhere, prin- 
cipally ut Malaga, Spain. 
Throughout 


Andalusia a palm grows almost wild and 
furnishes a great deal of wealth to this 
Country. Tho fruit and the root serve for 
nourishment; tho kernel of the fruit, 
which l>i extremely hard, furnishes but- 
tons, and tho leaf Is also very valuable iu 
many respects. Hoofs are thatched with 
these loaves; tho fiber which is extracted, 
from them servos as a stuffing for furni- 
ture and mattresses; tho stems are peeled 
and employed in basket making, and the 
liber Is also used for brooms and ropes, 
and finally Tor tho imitation panama hats 
mentioned above. 


Tho lost named Industry Is of much im- 


portance, simvnot less than 6,000,000 hata 
are export od from the Malaga district, 
most of tho number going to New York 
city. Still, their manufacture is entirely 
carried ou by hand. For centuries past 
these hats hr.vo lx>uu inado In tho same 
way, the qualities varying from tho ordi- 
nary hats worn by tho Spanish peasants 
and costing but u few cents up to tho fin- 
est <pu;illtles, which como high even there. 
More than 10,000 persons live exclusively 
by braiding hats. They are mainly wom- 
en and children, the men helping only 
when they havo no other occupation.

clover girl c.in make from flvo to six large 
hats a day, and for tho braiding of ordi- 
nary h;vts £3 to «0 cents is the wages usu- 
ally paid. Thy finely woven panamos can 
bo made only by skilled hands, w ho at the 
best can turn Taut two per week. They re- 
ceive on on average $3 and $4 for each hat, 
aceordlug to bizc.—Baltimore Sun.

Cotton Cellulose. 


Cotton cellulose is an interesting mate- 
rial. Neither alc6h6l, benzine, ether, chlo- 
roform nor water will dissolve it; indeed 
they have no effect in any way upon it. A 
50 per cent solution of zinc chloride added 
to any form of cellulose conquers it. The 
result is liquid of a sirupy consistency, 
which will, when sufficiently diluted, pre- 
clpltato the cellulose In the form of a gelat- 
inous mass. It contains about 25 percent 
zinc oxide and Is moro or loss hydrated. 
Almost every known substance contains 
more or less water, and this is of great im- 
portance in tho handling of cellulose in 
spinning, especially what is known as hy- 
groscopic moisture being necessary. Very 
dry cotton will not make smooth thread. 
It Is knotty, brittle and harsh and twists 
and snarls continually. Loaded with a 
certain amount of moisture, It becomes 
soft, elastic and manageable. On the 
same principle wool must carry a certain 
proportion of grease. Without this It is 
impossible to spin -fine and smooth threads. 
—New York Ledger.
